REPARATION AGREEMENT SIGNED 


‘Silent Ceremony at Luxembourg

LUXEMBOURG 

_ The reparations agreement between Israel and Western Germany was 
signed here'early on Wednesday by Dr. Adenauer, the Federal German 
Chancellor, and Mr. Moshe Sharett, the Israeli Foreign Minister, at a 
solemn and impressive 13-minute ceremony. It provides for payment 
to Israel of 3,000,000,000 marks (about £250,000,000), to meet the cost of 
absorbing Jewish refugees from Germany. ; 

Appended protocols were signed by Dr. Adenauer and. Dr. Nahum 
Goldmann, the Chairman of the Presidium of the Jewish Claims Con- 
ference, under which the Germans agree to make a “ global” payment 
of 450,000,000 marks (about £37,000,000) to world Jewry. The protocols 
also set forth principles for the improvement of legislation for the redress 
: of Nazi wrongs which is at present 
in force in the Federal Republic. 
These principles will be implemented 
by the West German Government.

Barmitzvah Link 


The link between the past and the 
future was seen in the combining of the 
aah anniversary celebration with the 
solemnisation of a Barmitzvah. The boy, 
Harold Godfrey, was given shlishi, a 
portion —the Chief Rabbi  jocularly 
remarked -usually reserved for rabbis. 

All the past Wardens, including Dr. 
Jacob Snowman, the oldest among them 
(he was Warden in, 1904), were also called 
up, The circuit of scroll-bearers, led 


‘ by the Rev, G. Boyars, was composed 
of the Chief Rabbi, the Revs, L. Levy and 


R Lubofsky, Dayan H. M. Lazarus, and 
Messrs. M. Kleiner, Warden of the Syna- 
gogue, Claude Green, Financial Repre- 
sentative, and Ralph Davis, the only 
surviving founder-member of the congre- 
gation. The Ark was opened by Mr. 
Michael! Abrahams, Junior Warden, and 
Clir.. E. Snowman, a past Warden. The 
choir was directed by Mr. B. Cousin, its 
leader. 


In 1889 a. group of residents who 
helonged to the United Synagogue, the 
Sefardi svnagogue, and to the Berkeley 
Street congregation, set up a provisional 
committee for the promotion of a new 
synagogue. The. first meeting was con- 
vened by the late Mr. Herbert. Bentwich 
in May of that year. The original 
scheme for religious services was dis- 
approved hy the then Chief Rabbi, Dr. 
Nathan Marcus Adler,-and a split fol- 
lowed. with some members who wanted 
4 modified service leaving the committee. 

The synagogue was soon admitted as 
a constituent of. the United Synagogue, 
whose Council advanced £5,000 in: addi- 
tion to the £8,000 raised by the founders 
themselves. and: on the Feast of Purim 
in 189? leaders of the three sections of 
Anglo-Jewry-—-the . Orthodox congrega- 
tions, the Sefardim, and the Reform 
congregations——Dr. Hermann Adler,. the 
Haham. Dr. M. Gaster, and the Rev. 
Professor D.. W. Marks, of the Berkeley 
Street Synagogue, all participated in the 
laying of the foundation-stone of the new 
synagogue at Dennington Park Road. 


The Chief Rabbi declined to approve 
the appointment of the Rev. Morris 
Joseph (who later ‘became Senior Minis- 
ter to the Berkeley Street congregation), 
and the young Rey. A. Green 
became the minister when the syna- 
£ogue was opened on September 18. 1897. 
He held that office until 1930, exercising a 
wide influence. He was succeeded by the 
late Dayan M, Gollop, formerly minister 
of the Bayswater Synagogue and a mem- 
ber of the Beth Din. Dayan Gollop 
inaugurated a series of Sunday morning 
talks, dealing with problems of the con. 
gregants, and informal courses on the 
Talmud. After the outbreak of the war, 
in September, 1939, when Dayan Gollop 
became Senior Chaplain to the Forces. a 
large part of his ministerial duties were 
carried out by his assistant, the Rev. F. 
Nemeth. The Rev. Mr. Nemeth became 
temporary minister when Dayan Gollop 
retired, in 1944, because of ill-health. In 
June, 1946, the Rev. I. Levy (who has 
been, Senior Chaplain to the Forces since 
1948) became minister of the ‘sy hagogue. 
He was assisted, first, by the Rey. Joseph 
Shaw, and since the beginning of this 
year by the Rev. R. Lubofsky, of Jews’ 
College, and by the Reader, the Rev. G. 
Boyars, who has held the post for the 
past 20 years, 


Junior Synagogue 


1949 the Hampstead Synagogue 
introduced the Sefardi pronunciation into’ 
its services, This was abolished when the 
Chief Rabbi gave his recent ruling on 
Ashkenazi pronunciation in the services. 
_ The Hampstead Synagogue is proud of 
its record in attending to the needs of 
the children.. In fact, the establishment 
of religion classes preceded by two years 
the opening of the synagogue itself. At 
present over 100 children are attending 
the classes. 
nine years later, to the establishment of 
a permanent, properly equipped junior 
synagogue, perhaps the only one of. its 
kind in Britain, There: is also Syna- 
gogue Ladies’ Guild and a Literary and 
Debating Society. é 
The changing membership of the syna- 
gogue has reflected the changes in the 
Jewish population of the metropolis with 
the continuous entrance into the district 
of Jews from East and North London, 
and lately with the influx of Germans 
and Austrians compensating. for the 
loss of those who left London during 
the war. Mr. N. L:. Herman, Secretary 
of the synagogue, told me that its mem- 
bership was more than 1,100 and was still 
increasing. Of the nine Hon. Officers 


of the United Synagogue, four are mem- 


bers of the Hampstead congregation. 


NEED FOR RELIGIOUS 
PHILOSOPHY 


Lord Hailsham at A.J.A.

Lord Hailsham spoke of the impor- 
tance of preaching the perennial 
philosophy of Judaism and Christian- 
ity as a challenge to the “ brutal age 
in which we live,” when he addressed 
the Luncheon Club of the Anglo- 


Jewish Association at the Kedassia 
Restaurant, New Oxford Street, on 
Tuesday. 


In the course of his address—*“ A 
Few Reflections on World Politics ” 
—Lord Hailsham said that the present 
“machine age ’’ was characterised by 
a breakdown of traditional morality 
and of the civilised order, and by an 
increase of brutality and violence. 


He said that with the liquidation of 
the British Empire and the diminished 
power of its Navy—both of them were 
factors of peace in the past—only a free 
world federation would be able to prevent 
international anarchy and war. 


Politics Not Enough 


In the past, Lord Hailsham continued, 

no dictator had possessed the technical 
POssidiliies Lo subjugate and control the 
whole globe. But in the age of atomic 
power the question arose whether 
Hitler was, indeed, the last to attempt 
the impossible, and whether the dream 
of world dominion was outside the 
technical grasp of one or a group of 
wicked men, 
_ Lord Hailsham concluded that politics 
alone—even the idea of world federa- 
ion —could not solve the world’s grave 
Problem. It was necessary to preach and 
Spread the perennial philosophy, which 
had emerged from the experience of the 
Jewish people, and was also embodied 
in the principles of C hristianity, that with- 
Out the cternal, inscrutable wisdom of 
God no political force could achieve the 
(hat they desired.

OSE’S WORK IN FIGHTING 
DISEASE 


Dr. H. Fajerman’s Address

The importance of the work of Ose 
was stressed by Dr. H. Fajerman, of 
Paris, the Secretary of the Executive 


of the Ose World Union, at an “At 


Home” arranged by the Edgware and 
District Group of Friends of Ose to 
supporters and members at Edgeworth 
Restaurant, Hale Lane, Edgware, on 
Sunday. 
Their most important work, said Dr. 
Fajerman, was centred in Israel and North 
Africa -in the field of social disease, 
particularly among children. He 
emphasised the value of their preventive 
g the young. Last 
year they cared for 78,250 children and 
15,600 adults. 
Dr. Fajerman stated that there were 
192 Ose centres throughout the world, 
including 27 in Israel, 42 in Morocco, 


47 in Tunisia, 30 in France, and 18 in’ 


Italy. 

He paid a tribute to the Government 
of Israel, which, he said, provided 50 
per cent of Ose’s budget there and gave 
the utmost assistance. Their work was 
made more difficult; he added, by the 
lack of an elementary knowledge of 
hygiene among many of the North 
African iunmigrants to Israel. 

The speaker said he was convinced that 
with the advance of science and medicine 
the task of Ose would be finished within 
a few years. 7

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Fight Against Materialism 


NE of the most Sinister 

evils of our time is 

materialism. With all our 
Strength, knowledge, and faith we 
must fight against it, seeing that we 
Jews are often accused of being 
materialists. A Jew who is a 
materialist is a contradiction in 
terms, for Judaism stands for the 
very opposite, as, indeed, do Chris- 
tianity and Islam, too. 

We are not to-day in danger of 
what is called scientific or philo- 
sophic materialism. Upon. such 
ideas rested the belief that matter 
and not mind was the source of life 
and thought, and that physical 
matter is eternal, mind being merely 
a property of matter. 

‘It is of deep significance that among 
British scientists there have been few 
champions of the materialist attitude 
to the world and to man. Indeed, 
many of the greatest have been, and 
are, deeply religious men and women. 


WE cannot agreé that material 

things are not real, have: no 
existence for the mind of man: we 
récognise the noble place of the outer 
world in God’s scheme, for He created 
it. But what js. meant by. spiritual! 
reality is the fact that behind al! 
phenomena—-what man can see and 
touch. and measure-—lies spirit, 
which is abiding and eternal. It. is, 
therefore, real in a sense that is not 


_ true of the material things that have

. Mr. H. J. Lobenstein referred to th 
decision -of the United Synagogue to 
grant the vote to women in their own 
right, and urged that the Union should 
make it clear that such a decision was 
against the Din.

It should be 
made clear to THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
that the Anglo-Jewish community was a 
traditional Jewish community and it had 
a right to demand from the editor of. THe 
JewtsH CHRONICLE, which called itself 
“the organ of British Jewry,” that it 
should stop “ dancing at all weddings.” 
It could not place Chinuch and Limud 
Torah in the same category as the Board 
of Deputies. 


If Board Closed Down 


If the Board closed down its 
work for six months, what catastrophe 
would there be ? But if the Talmud 
Torahs of the Anglo-Jewish community 
were to close for one month itt would 
indeed be a catastrophe for Anglo-Jewry.

of THe JewisH CHRONICLE, because 1 
was clear that the editor’s conception of 
the meaning of the word “ Orthodoxy ”’ 
and his own were as different as day was 
from night. 

Rabbi Dr. S. Schonfeld, referring ‘o 
the United Synagogue, said they did not 
really love “* Yiddishkeit,”” but just played 
with the word just as they did with the 
idea of Jewish schools, which they really 
did not want. He, therefore, supported 
the Sefer Torah proposal for money fer 
their Jewish schools, for the Gemilut 
Chesed fund for their charedim, for 
kashrut. for a matzo bakery, and other 
important objects. 

The President said that as a body 
which knew how to honour the 
Torah, they could be sure that they 
would do nothing in the slightest to 
deviate from that keddusha. 

Referring to the proposal of the Man- 
chester Communal Rabbi, he said they 
had made inquiries from Manchester but 
so far had received varying answers.

The ordinafy man lhves. by and 
through faith, however much he may 
think himself superior-to it. But he 
is altogether ignorant of the great 
issues. . He takes life as it comes, and 
concerns himself with the materia! 
things: so-called facts, figures, money- 
getting, domestic affairs. That there 
is a living, moving spirit in all that 


God as the Universal 


he sees and measures, in all his success 
and his failures, he does not even 
suspect. Aft certain times of crisis, 
of big personal events, he has an 
uneasy feeling that some power 
is at work outside himseif and 
his narrow existence, but that is all. 
He may think of God as the power, 
but he feels littl or no impuise to 
worship Him or to confess His rule. 
This is true especially of the Jew 
who is encouraged to be a materialist, 
because his religion does not deny the 
reality of the physical world or its 
glories. But Judaism does teach that 
mans first duty is to acknowledge 
Creator and 
Father, to worship Him and to believe 
in His guidance in the affairs of men. 


MANY of the deepest problems are 
insoluble: Judaism bids us accept 
this fact, confident that the tragedies 
and inequalities, the sorrows and the 
injustices of life, no less than its joys, 
are a part of God's purposes 
For the Jew who knows and accepts 
these sublime teachings, a materialistic 
outlook on man.and the world is an 
impossibility. Neither man nor the 


world is ever ailowed to press too - 


heavily upon him. for the Divine 
goodness, guidance, and pity afte con- 
stantly brought home to him. He 
is taught to enjoy the blessings and 
gifts of the world, and his feet are 
planted upon the earth “in whose 
bosom,” as Ha-Levi said, “is his 
heritage.” But» behind them all] is the 
spirit of, God, some portion of which 
He has given to man, and in the events 
of his own life he recognises, in sorrow 


as in joy, the wisdom and the guiding 
his peopic 


power of which he and 
are consecrated instruments 
Whatever of hope, then, the Jewish 
future may hold, it must become pos- 
sible so to inculcate Jewish teach- 
ing that the accusation of being 
materialists cannot be launched against 
us: In these coming Holy-days we shall 
be reminded again and again that we 
are to be a holy people. To sucn 
a people matter and spirit are. not 
opposed to each other: neither are 
they _grreconcilable. For such a 
people materialism, with all its greed, 
vulparity, and. blindness, cannot exist.

These’ orgamsations,” -he said: have 
heen given Vast sums of money and have 
failed to render a preper accounting to 
the community.” 

Professor Maclver's analysis was 
refreshing and, on the whole. sound, said 
Mr. Hurwitz.

Israel. is the only Middle Eastern 
country invited to participate in_ the 
{3th International Horticultural Con- 
gress, which was held during this week 
in London. 

In the section on sub-tropical agri- 
culture Professor Dr. Hillel Oppen- 
heimer, leader of the Israeli delegation, 
opened the conference on citrus with 
a jecture on “ Water Requirements 
of Citrus Growth,” which was fol- 
lowed by a paper, “ On Certain Citrus 


Diseases,” prepared by Professor 
israel Reichert, of the Hebrew 
University. 

Professor Reichert, who is also the 


head of the Division of Plant Pathology 
at the Rehovot Agricultural Research 
Station, could not

14 New Settlements in Single Month 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Dr. Nathan Ben Nathan, Economic 
Adviser to the Jewish Agency and 
Economic Editor of the Israeli daily 
newspaper Davar, has arrived in this 
country to tour Poale Zion branches 
and to lecture to them on the economic 
situation in Israel. 

“We have renewed our colonisa- 
tion activities,” Dr. Ben Nathan told 
me in an interview. “ Within the next 
month we shall have established 14 
new agricultural settlements which 
will put over 1,000 families on the land 
again. These colonisation activities 
have been kept in abeyance for the 
last twelve months because the Jewish 
Agency was too occupied in strengthen- 
ing the position of the 267 settlements 
which it had created during the last 
four years.” 


Phosphate Deposits 


With the help of the new develop- 
ment budget. he added, which was 
accepted by the Knesset only about four 
weeks ago, the development. work in the 
Negev was progressing. The phosphate 
deposits were being utilised and the pro- 
duction of super-phosphates would this 
year already ‘meet all the needs of 
local agriculture in Israel. They had 
already started the ‘rebuilding of the 
Dead Sea Potash Works, and the new 
discoveries of iron ore in the Southern 
Negev gave the assurance that a steel 
industry would grow up in Israel.

ISRAELI JURIST’S VISIT 
Studying British Legal System

He spent many 
years in Geneva, where he represented 
that committee at the League of Nations 
and at the same time taught at the Uni- 
versity there.

CRISIS 


Agudist Rabbi’s Views 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The Aguda-and Poale Aguda are 
determined to leave the Israeli Govern- 
ment if their demands in regard oO 
education and the conscription of 
women are not met, Rabbi Shlomo 
lorenz. Member of the Knesset, told 
me on his arrival in this country on 
Tuesday. 

Rabbi Lorenz, who participated in 


*the recent talks: between the Agudist 


leaders and the Prime Minister, said 
that Mr. Ben-Gurion _was categori- 
cally opposed to the demands of the 
Aguda, but he had asked to defer his 
final reply until after Rosh Hashana. 

The present conflict in the Govern- 
ment was not caused just by the contro- 
versy over the teachers’ training centre 
at’ Bet Hakerem. The issue was much 
wider: the Aguda opposed the Minister 
of Education’s suggestion concerning the 
Bet Hakerem centre because . tt repre- 
sented the beginning of an attempt to do 
away with the separate education trends. 


Demand for Status Quo 


According to the agreement which had 
been reached on the formation of the 
Coalition Government a year ago, Rabbi 
Lorenz went on, all the four education 


trends—Labour, General Zionist, Miz-— 


rachi, and Agudist—were to remain 
independent for two years. The Agudists 
were demanding that the status quo_ be 
maintained unul the next general elec- 
tions, due to be held in the summer. of 


1955. The Prime Minister, Rabbi Lorenz 


said, maintained that the agreement on 
status quo was limited to. two years, and 
the only thing he could promise was ‘io 
preserve it strictly until September, 1953. 

The second point at issue was the 
proposal that religious women, who 
weré exempted from mulitary. service, 
should be liable to a call-up for other 
forms of national service (such as hos- 
pitals and social welfare work). 

The Aguda, Rabbi Lorenz declared, 
was opposed on principle to any form 


of conscription of women—even for non- | 


‘military establishments—because their 
proper place was in the home. ; 
He showed me the statement, just 
published: as a Psak Din, by the four 
rabbinical elders, Rabbis Iser. Meltzer, 
Dov  Weidenfeld. Zvi. Frank; ‘and 
Zelig Bengis, who declared that con- 
scription. of women even for national 
service was against the Torah, and 


appealed to Jewish women to go (to. 


prison rather than respond to any call-up. 
No Compromise Reached 


The negotiations with the Prime Minis- 
ter, Rabbi Lorenz concluded, did not 
result in a compromise. Should Mr, 
Ben-Gurion’s reply after Rosh Hashana 
be in the negative the New Year would 
Start. with a new political crisis. 


Rabbi Lorenz. who is 34 (and _ the. 


youngest Jewish Member of the Knesset), 
was born in Hungary and studied in the 
famous. Lithuanian yeshiva of: Mir. His 
present visit is connected with the pre- 
parations for the Knessia Gedola (World 
Assembly of Aguda), to be held at. the 
end of this year in Jerusalem. 

He will also conduct a campaign here 
to raise funds for the Agudist. village, 
Chazon Yechezkiél, where 300 children 
will be accommodated for education and 
agricultural training. The building of the 
village—named after the commentary by 
Dayan Abramsky—has already begun, 
and 100 children have been accommo- 
dated in temporary dwellings. This pro- 
ject. is entirely. British and the Chief 
Rabbi and Mr. Otto Schiff are its joint 
Patrons.

HOUSE-WARMING AT KFAR 


More British Settlers 
Needed 


From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 
The Rev. Yisrael Meisels has been 
a chazan all his life. At present he 


-js a chazan only on Friday evenings 


and on Shabbat—the rest of the week 
he is a. farmer, like the other 
inhabitants of Kfar Mordecai Eliash. 

Mr. Meisels will be remembered in 
Britain; he was Reader at the biigher 
Broughton Synagogue in Manchester 
for eight years, and at the Southport 
Synagogue for three years. He 
emigrated to Austria from Poland, but 
following the advent of Nazism, fled 
Hungary, and 
finally to England in 1937. Three 
years ago he came to Jerusalem to 
become Chazan at the Yeshurun 
Synagogue, the largest in the capital. 


Chazan’s Ambition 


But Mr. Meisels had a secret ambition 
——he wanted to become a farmer. So 
following the establishment of Kfar. 
Mordecai Eliash, the moshav of middle- 
class Anglo-Saxons, as they call it, he 
invested all his savings to obtain a small 
house and 25 dunams of land. During 
the week he grows vegetables, returning 
to Jerusalem on Friday afternoon to 
conduct the services at the Yeshurun 
Synagogue. On Sunday morning he 
returns to Kfar Mordecai. 

In a way, Mr. Meisels, who is 42 years 
of age, is typical of the inhabitants of 
Kfar Mordecai. The majority are above 
the age when people are normally able to 
learn new occupations, and none of them 
knew anything about farming before 
they came to Israel. 

There is the tailor-cutter, a grandfather, 
who “cuts” his land into plots as once 
he cut out garments: the commercial 
traveller from Scotland who persuaded 
his plants to grow as formerly he per- 
suaded his customers to buy his goods: 
the man who used to be manager of 
the largest plastic doll factory in Britain, 
now managing only his land: and the 
draper who arranges the produce of his 
land as he used to arrange the goods 
in his shop.

Mr. Alfred Wolmark, the well- 
known painter, is “bitterly dis- 
appointed at the lack of support 
which the Jewish community has given 
to the Ben Uri Art Gallery, of which 
he is Vice-President, he told me in an 
interview.

It has had a precarious exis- 
tence, and now it is. in. debt. 

Mr. Wolmark, who has put so much

encourage an interest in and appreciation 


of the arts in the community. confessed 
to me that he found it hard to believe 
that Jews could show such a lack of 
interest in such a cause, 
_ He spoke of the Gallery's fine premises 
in the West End, but said that he was 
really sorry that the. Gallery had moved 
from its old building in the East End. 
If they had remained there. he said, they 
would have received more support from 
the. masses’ of: the Jewish. population. 

“What we should have by now,” he 
said, “is one big Jewish art: gallery and 
museum, ‘so that people could come and 
see what Jewish artists are ‘capable of 


doing. For, in proportion to our popu: 


lation, we are producing more in the field 
of art than non-Jews.” 

He had frequently approached a nut 
ber of people by letter, and in_ person, 
to ask for help for the Gallery, but wit? 
out any appreciable results. To-day. 
he said sadly, ‘I haven't the energy [0 
spend so much time enlisting support.

U.S.A. Firm to Carry Out 


Construction Works

JERUSALEM 
A 1£2,000,000 agreement was signed 
here on Sunday between the Keren 
Kayemet and a Chicago firm to 
implement the second stage of the 
Hula reclamation project of the Jewish 
National Fund. 
The first stage of the 


project 
mM provides for the removal of rock 
barriers south of Lake Hula and. the 


deepening and widening of the bed of 
the River Jordan—is expected to be com- 
pleted within six months. Work in this 
area was delayed for some time because 


of serious frontier incidents between 
Israel and Syria. 

second stage of the scheme 
provides for the construction of. two 


canals north of Lake Hula and a drain- 


age system, and the construction of «a 
dike round the peat region on the 
northern part of the Lake. which cannot 
be drained, 

Hula peat is estimated to ‘total 
550,000,000 cubic metres, and experts 
believe it can be exploited both as 


fertiliser and fuel. 

The third stage of the project will be 
the construction of drainage channels 
to the new river beds. It is hoped that 
the entire project will be completed in 
1956 at a total cost of 1£6.000.000, 
Workers from 15 countries are employed 
on the project.

GIRLS OF MEA 
SH’ARIM 


Opposition to National 
Service

JERUSALEM 

The girls of the Mea Sh’arim quarter 
of Jerusalem, home of a large section 
of the Holy City’s ultra-Orthodox 
population, have been the subject of 
Knesset debates and of newspaper 
articles, and responsible for street 
demonstrations, What do the girls 
think of the possibility of being con- 
scripted for service in the Army? A 
few days ago I went to find out. 

When you meet them, whether In 
the narrow winding streets of the Mea 
Sh’'arim quarter itself or elsewhere in 
Jerusalem you cannot fail to recognise 
these , girls. For, despite the heat. 
their arms and tegs are never bare and, 
if they are married, their heads are 
never uncovered. They wear kerchiefs 
on their heads almost covering their 
foreheads, and tied tightly so that no 
hair is visible. Some wear thick black 


stockings, others nylons, 


Not Israeli Citizens 


When I entered one of the large court- 
yards. of which there are many in Mea 
Sh’ arim. I spoke to Mrs, Shisha, a short, 
tidy woman, with bright eyes and rest- 
less hands, who wore a sheitel covered 
by a coloured scarf, Her dress had 
sleeves almost to the wrists and she wore 
thick stockings. She iwo 
daughters, one aged 14, the other 15, and 
the whole family is ultra-Orthodox 

I asked her whether 
would agree to do national service of any 


kind and she rephed: “ The question 
does not even arise.’ They came to 
Palestine from. Vienna years ago. 


There they had been Orthodox, but since 
coming to Jerusalem they had become 
even . more religious. 
daughters wear only dresses. with very 
long sleeves, ‘They never go to a cinema. 
They would not walk in the street alone, 


Mrs. Shisha told me. 

‘But what will you do when your 
daughters are called up?” I asked 
We have . not accepted Israeli 


nationality,” she explained quietly. “* We 
have remained Austrians for this reason. 
We have no interest in retaining Austrian 


‘citizenship and do not wish to have any 


ties with Austria. But to make quite 
certain that my girls are not compelled 
to go into the Army we rejected Israch 
citizenship.” 


Mother's Fears

1 asked, Suddenly, hehind me, someone 
shouted : 
like you, with your bare arms, they 
would be spoilt sufficiently ! I turned 
round, startled. A young man of about 
21 years stood there wearing the beard 
and long side-curls. of the chassid. He 

had the -long, thin, pale face of the 
yeshiva bocher, the deep-set, burning eyes 


of the fanatic, and the stooping shoulders 


of the scholar. He shook his first in the 
air and shouted: “ We don t wamt our 
girls to become as you are!” 

His. mother tried to quieten him. and 
said apologetically: “My son s a 
fanatic.” She explained that they wanted 
to keep their girls at home and away 
from an atmosphere of non-orthodoxy 

[ went outside and saw four school- 
girls coming towards me. They were 
as happy and carefree as 
anywhere in the world, half. walking 
half dancing, carrying satchels, dressed 
in gay cottons, with nothing to distinguish 
them from any other Israeh girls of 
theif age. except that the sleeves of thei: 
dresses were below their elbows and they 
wore nylon stockings. “ Would you go 
into the Army if. you were conscripted? ~ 
asked. “ No,” they replied. “ Why?’

THE FALASHAS AND THEIR LITERATURE 


CENTURY ago the first 
modern reports were brought 
to Western Europe that 


| somewhere in Ethiopia there were 


communities of black Jews. These 
‘reports were not only incomplete, 
but were biased by missionary 
tendencies. Indeed, even the best 
books written on the subject—such 
as that of H. A. Stern (“ Wanderings 
Among the Falashas in Abyssinia,” 
London, 1862) or of J. M. Flad 
(“The Falashas [Jews] of Abys- 
sinia,” London, 1869) show that 
these writers were concerned not so 
much with scientific objectivity as 
with spreading Christianity. 

The first Jewish effort to investi- 
gate the true situation was suggested 


‘by THe Jewish CHRONICLE ; but it 


was the Alliance Israélite Univer- 
selle which sent the leading Orienta- 
list, Joseph Halévy, to study the 
Falashas. Halévy published a 
detailed report on his travels; he 
also edited the Falasha prayers in 
Ethiopic and Hebrew. Nevertheless, 
the mystery which enshrouded the 
Falashas and even made their exis- 
tence a matter of uncertainty was 
not yet dispelled. 
Faitlowich visited them © and 
reported to Baron de Rothschild in 
Paris; but the incredulity which 
prevailed in some Jewish quarters, 
and which culminated in a mission 
led by Rabbi H. Nahoum, was not 
dispelled until the publication of 
the latter's report in 1908. 


Study in Europe 


Pro-Falasha committees were 
formed in several countries, includ- 
ing the United States and Italy: 
Italy, indeed, through her Eritrean 
colony and her experts in Ethiopian 
languages and literature (such as 
Conti Rossini and Cerulli), was the 
best equipped in this regard. Young 
Falashas were sent to Europe so 
that—when back in their homeland 
—they might help to restore this 
people to the general body of Israel. 
I remember with what eagerness a 
Falasha boy, sent to Florence, 
studied Hebrew and Jewish lore. 

More recently—in 1947—Dr. Wolf 
Leslau, Associate Professor of Semitics 
at Brandeis University, in the course 
of a ten-month expedition (undertaken 
under the auspices of the Guggenheim 
Foundation and the Viking Fund) for 
the purpose of studying the languages, 
folk-lore, and traditional history of 
Ethiopia, devoted some of his time to 
research work on the Falasha litera- 
ture. This leading authority in 
Ethiopian studies has now published 
a‘ Falasha Anthology.”’* This excel- 


lent work, containing in English trans- 


lation a good selection of Falasha 


| sacred literature, is really more. than 


an anthology. In his long Introduction 
(pp. 1x-xliii) the author deals with 
“Falasha research,” “the Falashas 
to-day,” their “religious life,”. “the 
literature of the Falashas,” and their 
“history and origin.” The results of 
Leslau’s research are the more valu- 
able as he has been assisted by 
Falasha intellectuals, such as Professor 
Taamrat Emmanuel, “one- of the 
finest scholars in Ethiopia,” and Ato 
Taddese Yakob, the Director of 
Customs of Ethiopia, as well as by 
some young Falashas living in the 
district of Gondar where they work 
for the Ethiopian Government, 


Early History 


According to an Ethiopian MS., 
found jin 1859-60 by Debtera (or 
“learned man’”’) Saneb, and referred 
to by Flad, “Christianity was intro- 
duced into Abyssinia 331 years after 
the birth of Christ by Abuna Salama. 
whose former name was Frumenatos 
or Frumentius. At that time the 
Ethiopian Kings reigned over Axum. 
Before the Christian religion was 
known in Ethiopia half the inhabitants 
were Jews, who observed the Law 
(the Orit), the other half were worship- 
pers of Sando (‘the dragon’). Not- 
withstanding the usual Oriental 
exaggeration, there can hardly be any 
doubt that when Christianity came to

Ethiopia a form of Judaism was wide- 
spread in that country. 

Leslau has rightly pointed out that 
the Falasha ‘form of Judaism its 
primitive and might date from a time 
before the advent of the Mishna and 
the Talmud. 1 also agree with. this 
scholar in the view that, although 
many attempts have been made to link 
the Falashas with one Jewish sect or 
another, no certain conclusion can be 
drawn on the basis of analogies in 
religious customs between the Falashas 
on the one hand and the Karaites or 
Samaritans on the other. I have 
already pointed out elsewhere that the 
Sadducees, the Samaritans, and later 
the Karaites, largely preserved more 
primitive beliefs and usages than the 
Pharisees, while the Mishnaic sources 
mainly record the opinions of the 
Pharisaic party. 


Another proof of the ancient origin — 


of the Falashas is sacrifice (querban, 
gorban). \t is a remarkable feature 
of the customs of these people, and 
cannot but go back to very primitive 


- conditions in ancient Judaism. The 


feeling of sinfulness and the con- 
sciousness that atonement Is necessary, 
together with the primitive belief that 
blood must be shed to reconcile God 
and man, have led the Falashas to 
perpetuate some of the sacrifices of 


primitive Judaism. 


Observance of Shabbat 


The Falashas observe Shabbat with 
remarkable strictness: no fire is made, 
no light kindled, no food prepared, 
no water drawn; no brook or river 
may be crossed: the cattle are left to 
the care of Christians, and the 
Falashas do not make use of the 
milk obtained on that day but usually 
give it to the Christians as a reward 
for their services. The Falasha monks 
consider it a sin to converse with any- 
one on the Shabbat, The Falasha 
personification of the Shabbat 


unique: it is a holy female, a kind of. 


queen of heaven, “ with ten thousand 
times ten thousand angels” standing 
by to do her bidding. She is “the 
Luminous, the Vivifying, the Rejoic- 
ing, the Beloved, the Guardian ” ; she 


‘intercedes with God for. both the 


righteous and the sinners. 

The main feasts are: Fasika or 
Passover, Ma'raer or the Harvest feast 
(our Shavuot), and. Bae’ alae maesaellaet 
the Feast of Tabernacles. It is not 
clear which feast corresponds to our 
Rosh Hashana: either the Asmata 
Sauw, or Assembly of the People, the 
Day of Covenant, or else the festival 
known as “Light has appeared 


(berhan saerraeqae), also called Taez- 


karae Abraham (Commemoration of 
Abraham or Abraham's day). On the 
former the Falashas assemble. on 
some mountain, when prayer is first 
said, then a portion of the Law (Orir) 
is read and explained, and gifts of 
corn, salt, provisions, clothes, and 
money are divided among _ the 
monks; on the. latter, the day on 
which Abraham is believed to have 
sacrificed ” his son Isaac, bread and 
beer are offered to the community in 
honour of Abraham, and passages 


from the “Life of Abraham, Isaac, 


and Jacob” are read: in earlier times 
the trumpet was blown, | 


Fasts of Esther 


Astaesreyo (or Astaer’ ayo, Astaeryo, 
ASstaeri), the Day of Atonement. js 
the most important fast day; it. is 
strictly observed—even when it falls 
on Shabbat; it is devoted to fasting, 
prayers, penances, and repeated genu- 
flexions. Nothing is known of the 
feasts of Purim (though there are two 
Fasts of Esther) and Chanucah. 

‘ Granting that the Falasha primitive 
beliefs and customs, at least in their 
main characteristics, go back to very 
ancient times (though later pagan and 
Christian influences cannot be denied), 
and are not a degraded later Judaism. 
then the Falashas must be. of.pre- 
Christian or at least pre-Mishnaic 
origin. On the other hand, no serious 
scholar will consider them “ racial ” 
or ethnic Jews. To be sure, there are 
local traditions, claiming that the

Moslem Brotherhood’s 
Influence Increasing 


By our Diplomatic Correspondent 


The new upheaval in Egypt has 
come indirect. significance for Middle 
Fastern politics, and Jn particular for 
Israel. It is now less likely than it 
was a week OF a fortmight ago that 
General Neguib and his colleagues 
will respond favourably to Mr. Ben- 
Gunon’s recent peace overture. The 
wifluence of the Moslem Brotherhood 
and the small but virulently National- 
‘st Party has increased, and both are 
known to be hostile to the idea of 
improved relations with Israel. These 
organisations are now represented in 
the new Cabinet—the Nationalist 
Party by Dr. Fathi Radwan, who was 
arrested after the January 26 riots, 
and who has at, various times been 
close to the fascist movement and to 
the Communists—and their influence 
can be expected to grow. 

A recent feature of Egyptian affairs 
has been the manner in which all 
political movements have developed 
a radical wing in Opposition to the 
official leadership. In the Wafd this 
was chiefly represented by the former 
Foreign Minister, Salah el-Din, who 
may be said to have trrumphed with 
the recent arrest of his chief rival, the 
Party's Secretary-General, Serag el- 
Din. There is also a small pro-Com- 


munist group in. the Wafd which at 


the moment. has’ no official standing.

“In che Moslem Brotherhood the extrem- 
isis are in revok against the. conserva-

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JEWISH SERVICES 
IN CATHEDRAL 


Inter-Faith Co-operation 
Causes Embarrassment

WASHINGTON 

What was intended as a gesture of 
Jewish-Christian inter-faith cO-opera- 
tion in Washington has had a boomer- 
ang effect. to the embarrassment of 
both sides. 

When a Jewish Reform congregation: 
the Temple Sinui--was established here 
last year it quickly grew too big for 
premises and, gesture of inter- 
faith co-operation. Dr, Frances B. Savre. 
the Dean of the Washington Cathedral, 
offered the use of the Cathedral's Bethle- 
hem Chapel to the Jewish group. The 
congregation readily accepted the offer 
and has. been conducting Jewish religious 
Services in the Cathedral for the past 
two months, 

During these services the altar. cross 
has been removed from the chapel and 
the Ark of the Covenant substituted. 
Episcopalians who heard of the removal

Dean Sayre dismissed these protests as 
trivial compared with the great purpose 
of inter-faith amity, but expressed the 
veiw that if the protests continued they 
might hinder the “ great work of amity 
and friendship between Christians and 


Jews.” This week he announced that 
4 mew arrangement has been made 


whereby the cross. will remain on the 
altar even during the Jewish services, but 
a screen will be placed in front of the 
altar, while the Ark of the Covenant 
will be placed on a table in front cf 
the screen. : 

In making the announcement, Dean 
Sayre said: “ The Ark of the Covenant 
contains the Ten Commandments. which 
represents the law, .the presence of God, 
and is an essential part of the Christian 
tradition.

NAZI CAMP DOCTOR 
SENTENCED 


Refused Jews Treatment

MUNICH 


Dr. Werner Kirchert, Chief S.S. 


Medical Officer at’ Buchenwald, was 


on Wednesday sentenced by a Munich 
court to three and a half years’ penal 
servitude for having caused the death 
of at deast three Jewish camp inmates 
in 1938 by. refusing them medical 
treatment. 

Because of lack of evidence Kirchert 
was acquitted of charges of having killed 
13 Jewish prisoners by injecting air into 
their veins and another by injecting him 
with apomorphine. 

Further charges accused him of caus- 
ing the death of three sick Jews by 
refusing them medical attention, and of 
castrating ten prisoners against their will. 

Kirchert denied all the charges. He 
admitted having administered apomor- 
phine injections instruction, but 
claimed that in each case he was told the 
prisoner had been having apoplectic fits.

REFUGEE PROBLEM IN 
FRANCE 
F.J.R.O. Aids North African Jews

A VERY significant point in Jewish history 
was reached at eight o'clock on Wednesday 
morning when the representatives of Israel 


and Germany signed the Agreement on Ger- 


man Reparations. The long and arduous 
negotiations were ended and the Germans 
put their signature to a document which 


pledged them to pay £250,000,000 to Israel 


and £37.000.000 to the Jews of the rest of 
the world, to be delivered in the form of 


goods over a period of 12 to 14 years, as a. 


symbolic act of reparation for. the wrongs 
perpetrated by the Nazi régime in those parts 
of Germany over which the Federal Govern- 
ment now holds sway. Seven years after the 
overthrow of Apo tr HITLER, his successors 
have made this agreement. It is worth while 
to consider its significance, 


Clearly, this act cannot be judged simply 
as a commercial though its 
economic implications for Israel are impor- 
tant and may- well represent a turning-posnt 
in. the country’s development.

goods. In these circumstances, the frigidity 
aloofness which have characterised 
German-Jewish relations during recent years 
is almost certain to give place to something 


approaching normality. No one would expect 


Jews to forget the. horrors. which were 


‘inflicted on themy by the Germans, but in 


the changing conditions of the world 
inevitable that the two countries 
concerned must officially establish “ correct” 


relations. 


Moreover, Dr, ADENAVER and the mem- 
bers of his Government, as well as representa- 


tives of the powerful Left-wing Opposition 


at Bonn, have stressed that they regard the 
payment of reparations as a debt of honour 
which ther country owes to-the Jews, while 
Jewish leaders have often stated that they 
would be prepared to accept German pro- 
testalions of remorse provided that they were 
accompanied by an act ot genuine repentance. 
[he ceremony at Luxembourg sets a seal on 
this bar guin-—provided the Germans are true 
o their pledged word. With the approach of

Ambassador, this form of memorial will be 
sincerely welcomed by the Israeli authorities. 
There will assuredly be enthusiastic support 
for the speedy realisation of this project. 
Epoch-making events have occurred in 
Jewish history since MORDECAI ELIASH was 
born in the Ukraine, sixty years ago, and 
in the making of those events he himself 
played a conspicuous part. The compre- 
hensive education. which he received fitted 
He was 
educated at the Yeshiva, the Gymnasium, 
the Russian Imperial Lyceum of Law, and 
the University of Berlin School of Oriental 
Studies. Finally, and not least significantly, 
he studied Semitic languages and compara- 
tive law at Oxford University, and became 
associated with Dr. Zionist 
work in Britain. 
1919, having originally gone there as Secre- 
tary of the Zionist Commission, while his 
marriage to a  Manchester-born lady 
continued his close associations with this 
country. During the years of the Manda- 
tory Government he rendered outstanding 
Service to the Jewish and Zionist causes 
in the Jegal and international spheres. -On 
May 15, 1948, he had the responsibility of 
informing the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil of the establishment of the State of Israel 
and of the Arab invasion. His supreme ser- 
vice to his people—the culmination of his 
wide experience’ of men and _ affairs—was, 
however, still to come. | 


A new chapter in Anglo-Israeli relations 


opened in January, 1949, when the British. 


Government granted de facto recognition to 
Israel. The following month Dr. ELiasu 
was appointed as Israel’s first representative 
to this country, where he arrived in April. 
Then in May he was accorded the status of 


a duly accredited Minister in charge of a. 


Legation. In June, 1949, he presented his 
credentials to KiNG VI as “ His 
Excellency the Israel Minister to the Court 
of St. James's.” Finally, on March 11, 1950, 
with tragic suddenness, on a Sabbath after- 
noon in Hampstead, this good and wise man 
passed to his eternal rest. | 

The eleven short months of this unique 
diplomatic mission were of momentous con- 
sequence. Dr. ELtasn’s superb personal gifts, 


together with his indefatigable labours, 
immeasurably improved Anglo - Israeli 
relations. In place of bitterness and mis- 


understanding he established cordiality and 
friendship. His sagacious. diplomacy laid 


the essential foundations for still happier 


developments beyond his own lifetime— 
from Britain’s de jure recognition of Israel in 
Apri, 1950, to the approval of Ambassa- 
dorial status for Israel's representative in 
August, 1952. 

When it is recalled that the new-born 
State of Israel had no specially trained 
diplomats, the achievements of MORDECAI 
ELIASH appear in retrospect as all the more 
remarkable. At the same time he is remem- 
bered as a man of deep piety and religious 


_jearning, steeped both in Hebraic tradition 


and in all aspects of humanist culture. A 
large circle of friends and admirers will 
certainly desire now to pay honour to his 
memory.

EGYPTIAN ENIGMA 


RECENT events in Egypt have left the situa- 
tion in that country fluid and difficult of 
assessment. The fall of Aty MAHER and 
General NeGuis’s assumption of virtual 
dictatorship follows the normal pattern of 
the military coup d'état ; and the end 1s quite 
unforeseeable. Egypt's internal affairs are of 
obvious, if indirect, interest to the peace- 
loving nations ; there can be little hope of 
stability in the Middle East until the various 
countries making up that area have put their 
domestic affairs in order. Of more immediate 
concern, however, are the possibilities in the 
country’s external policy. The growing 


influence of the fanatical Moslem Brother- 


hood cannot be other than a cause for dis- 
quiet, particularly to Great Britain and to 
Israel. NeGuip is insistent on a British with- 
drawal from the Canal Zone ; whatever may 
be his personal views, it is unlikely that any 
Egyptian leader could resist the weight of 
popular opinion in this matter, At the same 
time there are hints that Egypt might now 
consider joining the Middle East Pact 
provided this demand were satisfied and con- 
ditional, of course, on Israel's exclusion. 
And if the situation needs to be watched with 


care by Britain, it is also fraught with dis- 


quieting possibilities for Israel. Some of 
those surrounding NeGurB are said to be still 
seeking, in a “‘second round,” revenge for 
Egypt's defeat in the war against Israel ; and 
although much of this may be no more than 
sabre-rattling, it is clear that prospects of 
lasting peace in the Middle East are now less 
hopeful, and that there is little likelihood of 
Mr. BeN-GuRION’S gesture of friendship 
meeting with an amicable response. More- 
over, there is some danger that 


the leaders will find themselves forced into a 
foreign adventure to distract public attention. 
The plan of the Western Powers to weld the 
whole or even the greater part of the Middle 
East into one defensive unit seems less likely 
than ever to come to fruition in the 
near future. Perhaps the time is again 
ripe to ask whether Britain and the United 


States have not been persistently backing ~ 


the wrong horse in this area. The resig- 
nation of ABDEL RAHMAN AZZAM. from 
the secretaryship of the Arab League 1s a 
new reminder of the inefficacy and inchoate- 
ness of this body, One State in the Middle 
East alone—lIsrael—has shown itself pro- 
gressive, democratic, and——perhaps in this 
context most important of all—militarily 
efficient and well affected to both Britain and 


America.

Career of Romance 
However, the whole of Disraeli’s career was 


one great romance—from the Jewish aspect no. 


less than from the wider one. In Parliament and 
in public life his Jewish parentage may have 
been a disability: a far. greater one was the 
class in society to which he belonged. Hitherto 
the rulers of England had been drawn from the 
noble families or, more recently, from the class 
of industrialists.. Disraeli was the. first Prime 
Minister to come from a lower rank, even 
though Chatham was neither of noble family 
nor an industrialist.. Queen Victoria, who 
shared strongly in the prejudices of her era, was 


thus instinctively hostile and in addition had an 


anti-Jewish prejudice more intense than that of 
any of her -advisers. But Disraeli by his per- 
sonality overcame these prejudices and in his 
last years, both in and out of office, enjoyed 
the position of a queen’s favourite——-almost the 
Queen’s Favourite. 
Mr. Roth has written a vivid description of 
his hero, as a young man and also as an old 
one, that brings him to life. After reading this 


book one feels as if one had met Disraeli in the

national in the fullest and best sense. 

Medicine, of all things, should know 
no boundaries; no frontiers. Questions 
of colour, race and creed, should play 
no part in the healing of the sick. 

In this connection I think that Israel 
had the opportunity to act.with a truly 
internationalist spirit. She. might 
have thrown: open her doors to the 
best medical brains of the world, 
regardless of distinctions of blood or 
faith. Such a gesture on Israel's part 
would have been a glowing example 
to the rest of the world—the more 
telling because of her own previous 
history. 

But though on this occasion the 
opportunity was missed, it would only 
be fair to the 1.M.A. to say that 
they have, to some extent, appreciated 
the point and the error is not likely 
to be repeated. 

As a social event the Congress was 
an outstanding success, and most of 
those present came away feeling that 
they had a true picture of Israel's 
requirements jn the field of medicine 
and some appreciation of the man) 
complex problems which she has to 
face. 


Need for British Doctors 


There is a great need for young 
Anglo-Saxon doctors and for an 
extension of the present very limited 
facilities for post-graduate study 
both within and outside Israel. Means 
will have to be found to encourage 
doctors from all parts of the world 
to spend Jonger or shorter periods in 
Israel, where they can teach and lec- 
ture, and possibly even give admini- 
strative help and guidance. 

Before this can be done, however, 
the I.M.A. will first have to put iis 


own house in order. It is interesting 
to note that, despite appeals to the 
Government by the I.M.A. for permis- 
sion to create a General - Medica! 
Council, this has not. yet been 
achieved—with the result that there 
is. a certain’ looseness ethical 
conduct, 

Incidentally, there are some 3,200 
doctors jn Israel—-on the average, one 
for every 400. people. This may 
sound adequate—but the majority are 
congregated jn the towns, so that in 
rural areas there is a definite shortage. 

As well as the need for an effort 


to adjust this uneven distribution, the - 


existing facilities for the reception and 
settlement of new doctors’ will have 


to be greatly improved. Not enough . 


is done to acquaint the. younger 
doctors with the nature of their work 
and with the prevailing conditions, 
and so, all too often, square pegs are 
thrust into round holes. 


South African. Enterprise 


Much to be commended. is. the 
organisation founded by the Jewish 
South African doctors. They operate 
a kind of “ screening ” process on both 
the doctor and the appointment. 

From the administrative point of 
view, the general impression I gained 
was that-—perhaps as in other countries 

the older generation is still at the 
helm and seems reluctant to leave it. 
In so far as the 1.M.A. is concerned 
there seems to exist, throughout the 
upper offices of that body, a hierarchy 
so firmly entrenched that the younger 
generation of doctors find themselves 
constantly frustrated. Incidentally, this 
situation probably obtains equally in 
the Hebrew University, 

Since Israel must rely on her 
vounger doctors—for the older genera- 
tion naturally finds readaptation diff- 
cult—this situation will have to be 
remedied in the near future. 


From the scientific aspect the Con- 
gress was not, perhaps, a complete 
success; Many papers were read ; in 
particular | should mention that of 
Professor J. Berenblum on “ Modern 
Trends in Tumour Causation,” and 
that of Dr. M. T..Moore on “™ Sur- 
gical Procedures in the Treatment of 
Mental. Disorders.” If the quality 
of some of the papers left some- 
thing to. be desired, the variety cf 
subjects to some extent compensated 
for this. 


Colossal Progress 


It would be unjust to Israel not to 
state that the most colossal progress 
has been made in the field’ of 
medicine. In the few years of its 
existence the Ministry of Health has 
done an incredible job of work--and 
this in the face of obstacles and chal- 
lenges that few countries have had 
fo encounter. 

The constant stream of tmmigrants 
from all quarters of the globe brought 
with it diseases, both . physical. and 
emotional, of every imaginable varia- 
tion. Many of these immigrants were 
extremely primitive people with Ittle 
if any knowledge of the basic elements 
of hygiene. Great strides have been 
made in the provision of hospital beds 
of all kinds, and there has been a 
tremendous extension of the facilities 
for caring for the disabled and the 
handicapped, the orphaned children 
from the D.P. camps, and those who 
suffered. physically or mentally, in the 
concentration camps. 

There is great activity, too—and 
great success~—-in the sphere of preven- 
tive medicine. To give bat one 
example-—the incidence of malaria has 
been unbelievably reduced. In 1949 
there were 1.140 cases; to-day the 
number of cases can be counted on 
the fingers of one hand—and that in

THE SCULPTOR. 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Avram. Meinikoff, the sculptor, has 
modeled many heads of prominent per- 
sonahities, including. General Allenby, 
Mr. Winston Churchill, Mr. Bevin, Pro- 
Gilbert. Murray, and Sir Patrick 
Abercrombie. He told me that Dr. Eliash 
had heen a good sitter, and in the cotirse 
of the sittings they had very enjoyable 
conve rsanions. 


Soon after his arrival in this country, 


Mr. Melnikoff related, the late Minister 
told him that he was often asked: How 
do you gct on. with the English?” His 


reply was: Quiie well, for I grant to 
the British the same right that I claim 


for myself, and that is to pul the interests 
of my country first. Then the only thing 


left is to make obvious that the inicrests 
of our two countries really coincide.” 

He had once shown to Dr. Eliash, 
said Mr. Melnikoff, a rephea of a rehef 
of the head of an ancient Egyptian Jew 
from Gad, whose straight nose, pomied 
beard, and shape of head were almost 


a copy of the late Minister himself.

“ UNDERCURRENTS OF PREJUDICE” 


Lord Silkin on Need for 
T.A.C.’s Efforts 


From our Correspondent 


NEWCASTLE UPON TYNE 

A series of meetings was addressed 
last week-end, jn Newcastle, Sunder- 
land. Middlesbrough, and West Hartle- 
pool, by the President, Chairman, and 
General Secretary of the Trades 
Advisory Council, Lord Silkin, Cllr. 
M. P. Greengross, and Mr. M. Orbach, 
M.P. The theme running through 
their speeches was the continued vital 
need for the organisation’s existence 
and for increased membership. 

Speaking at a reception in his honour, 
held in Newcastle on Sunday, at which 
Ald. M. Bloom, Hon. President of the 
North-East Area Council, presided, Lord 
Silkin said that the danger of antisemitism 
was. less than in the past, but there were 
still undercurrents of prejudice, embers 
which could easily be fanned into flame 
hy those who were always secking a 
scapegoat and found the Jew to be the 
convenient. It was, therefore, as 
imperative to-day as ever before to main-. 
tain the standard of good conduct of the 
Jewish commercial community through 
the T.A.C. and to prevent the few black 
sheep from damaging its good name. 

Referring to the remarks made last 


week by Mr. Justice Karminski in Hull 


(reported in our last issue), Lord 
Silkin said that while he did not 


agree with the eminent judge's views— 
as long as the present economic system 
prevailed it would be unfair to ask young 
men deliberately to seek less remunerfa- 
tive careers in the mines—he appreciated 
the idea which prompted them: that, 
being an integral part of the nation, Jews 
should take their place in all spheres of 
ife:

speaker, he had been impressed with the 
way many of our people were engaged 
in important public work in addition to 
their work for Jewry. They proved that 


one could be a Jew and still play a full” 
part in public life. 


Mr. Orbach said that there were still 
people who disliked others on account 
of the colour of their skins, or because 
they did not belong to the Church of 
England; who felt it essential not to give 
work to a Jew, and who considered the 
Jew to be a greater insurance risk than 
others. Jews were accepted in very few 
golf clubs in this country. The T.A.C. 
fought against all such forms of dis- 
crimination. 

Mr. Orbach urged that. in order to 
create maximum good will between Jews 
and their neighbours, every T.A.C. mem- 
ber should also be a member of his trade 
association, every ladies’ guild member 
should join the local Women’s Insitute, 
and every Ajex member should enrol 'n 
the British Legion. 


Cllr. Greengross said that the T.A.C.' 


had enhanced the prestige of the Jewish 
commercial community and had drawn 
into its ranks workers who might other- 
wise have taken no interest in Jewish 
affairs.

SHORTER SERVICES 
IN SYNAGOGUE 
Restraint Urged 
To the Editor of Tue Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir,-In vour September 5 issue 
Mr. Joseph Porton wishes to support 
Rabbi Dr. Altmann in the innovation 
of shorter services, and in doing so 
quotes the Talmud to support his 
theory that we can annul established 
usages and even the written Law 
wherever reason. and conviction 
demands its nullification, Finally, Mr. 
Porton quotes Mnoches 99a, where 
Rabbi Simon ben Lokish says, 
int ann Se 
which is translated to mean: “ Some- 
times to annul a Law is to establish it.” 

If we look into Rashi or Rabenu 
Gershon we find the meaning as fol- 
lows: should a person be confronted 


with the problem of performng a 
Mitzvah or learning Torah, both 
coming simultaneously, which is to 


be given preference ?. The answer is 
then given by Rosh Lokish: “ Some- 
times to annul the * Learning’ of the 
Torah in order to perform a Mitzvah 
establishes the Torah.” | 
Secondly, ‘Mr. Porton quotes: 
“Thou shalt come... unto” the 
judge that shall be in those days to 
inguire ”’ (Deut xvii, 9), and goes on: 
“Can a man possibly go to a judge 
not of his davs?” The wording 1s 


said to be peculiar in order to indicate 
that the teachers of a given time are 


fully authorised to act in accordance 
with the time they are living in (Rosh 
Hashana 25b). 

Now, is Mr. Porton trying to prove 
from here that the authority of the 
dav has the power to annul an estab- 
lished usage, because. if we look into 
the simple meaning of the sentence we 


gee it is to give authority to the powers 


that be to. pass judgment on matters 
of doubt. 

Mr, Porton’s third point is taken 
from Rabbi Jacob ben Rabbi 
Chaninah, who says: “ Let us investi- 
gate the Laws again and again that 
rust may not gather upon them.” This 


merely means that we should study 
the. Torah. 


Fourthly, from Rabbi Joshua, who 
says: “ Fhe Law does not abide jn 
Heaven, it has been given to man, 
and man alone has the deciding voice 
in human affairs... (Baba Metzia 
39a). - 

If we look into the Gemara we find 
that Rabbi Joshua made this state- 
ment on a doubtful Din which in 
Rabbi Joshua’s opimion could be 
decided only by a majority. of rabbis 
by a. Bath-Kol (Heavenly 
voice), 

As. for: Mr. Porton’s final point 
that “the prohibition against commit- 
ting Dinim to ‘writing intended: to 
allow. free development for newly 
constituted rules cannot mean. that 
we are allowed to disregard the Din 
but only allows for the flexibility to 
the application of the Law. 

| am not so much concerned. with 
the issue at stake of shorter synagogue 


services, but before we draw from the. 


Talmud to prove such a far-reaching 
statement that we are “duty. bound 
to disregard even the written Law,” 
one should be a little more restrained.

Sir,—-I was indeed glad to read in 
your issue of last week that the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals (through its Chief Secre- 


_ tarv’s letter of July 30, 1952, to the

some of its overwhelming debt to 
Lewis Gompertz (1784 to 1861), the 


Angio-Jewish pioneer protector of 
animals. 
While this volte-face by the 


R.S.P.C.A, must be very welcome to 
all interested jn Anglo-Jewish history, 
it is no more than fair comment to 
point out that it has taken the society 
well over 100 years to perform an 
elementary. act of justice to the 
memory of its saviour. For the 
society would have petered out in its 
early vears had not Gompertz—in 
addition to directing it and paying iis 
debts——-made himself personally liable 


for its future obligations. At the 
R.S.P.C.A.’s centenary, brilliantly 
commemorated in 1924 by Thomas 


Hardy, O.M., and the then Prince of 
Wales among the speakers, there was 
no spoken. or written. reference to 
Lewis Gompertz. And when, in con- 
sequence, the society was criticised in 
the Jewish press—I was among ifs 
critics-—the then Secretary. answered 
evasively and unsympathetically, 

When the society expelled Gom- 
pertz in 1832 for being a Jew, it not 
unnaturally lost its Jewish subscribers. 
who included Moses Montefiore ‘and 
Moses Mocatta. For the rest of his 
beneficent life. Gompertz, who was 
4 successful inventor, worked’ ener- 
getically for an Animals’ Friend 
Society which he had founded.

Local and Overseas 
Proportions 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisu CHRONICLE 
From Mr. H. L. LURIE 


SiR,—May I comment on the article 
in THE Jewish CHRONICLE of July 18 


on. the American Fund-Raising Con- 


troversy. On the whole, | think it is 
a good report. I would question, 
however, the emphasis on the Montor- 
Silver difficulties and the bearing of 
that sjtuation on the current difficulties 
between bond-selling and raising funds 
for the U.J.A. 

The statement that the welfare funds 
Started to claim larger shares. of the 
income for themselves is a misconcep- 


tion. The welfare. funds were in 
existence long before the great 
development of overseas interests. 


They were organised to raise funds for 
national and overseas purposes back 
in the’ 1920s and early 1930s, and from 
the beginning they also raised funds 
for local needs which were outside 
the scope of the non-sectarian ‘com- 
munity chests or to supplement 
inadequate results from community 
chest financing. Before 1945, local 
and national agencies. were receiving 
about 75 per cent of the funds which 
were raised locally by welfare funds. 
After 1945 there was a great upsurge 
of interest in overseas needs and the 
proportions were reversed, with the 
overseas needs receiving 75 per cent 
Or more of the funds. This. was 
largely due to the fact that additional 
funds were being raised for overseas 
purposes. and not because. a large: 
proportion of static funds was being 
diverted to overseas needs. 

Until] 1949. the major impetus for 


additional. contributions to overseas 
needs were the displaced persons and 
the J.D.C. programme, which. until 


- 1949 received the bulk of the U_J.A. 


funds... With the creation of the State 
of Israel. there was an additional 
impetus to raising funds for Israeli 
needs, which reached their apex = in 
1948. Since that year there have been 
gradual reductions in the amount of 
funds raised by welfare funds, and 
since the lesser amount is an indica- 
tion of a lesser response to overseas 
needs, the shrinkage in allocations has 
largely been in that area. 

The local welfare funds from. the 
beginning of the Bond Drive.in 195] 
had the option of being the direct 
instruments for selling bonds. — For 
various reasons, some of them legal 
in character, the bulk of the welfare 
funds came to the conclusion that the 
selling of bonds required .a different 
type of organisation and could not 
be undertaken by organisations which 
had tax-exemption status as philan- 
thropic instruments.- In many com- 
munities the welfare fund leadership 
were the ones responsible for setting 
up the bond organisation which took 
over that responsibility. In most com- 


munities where there is a friendly atti- | 


tude toward Israel, bonds are sold by 
exactly the same group that under- 
takes the welfare fund campaign. — If 
after a number of years there should 
be a declining need for philanthropic 
aid to Israel, the welfare funds would 
remain a basic aspect of Jewish com- 
munal life exactly as they were in the 
1920s, the 1930s, and. early 
before the development of major 
overseas interests and problems. 

Just one fact to bear out this. con- 
tention: jn 1933, the J.D.C. spent less 
than $400,000 in its programme in 
Europe, and the U.P.A. also had a 
relatively modest budget. Many of 
the welfare funds were already in 
existence devoting their interests to the 


general over-all purpose of . fund- 
raising for all causes. 
There is another - misconception 


including synagogues. financing cf 
synagogues is entirely outside the 
scope of the central welfare fund, and 
1 know_of no city where the welfare 


fund raises the money either to build 


synagogues or to maintain them,

Jewish Cookery 


FOR ROSH HASHANA 
CARROT TZIMMES 


Carrots, 1 Ib.; brisket of beef, 24 !b.; 
tatoes, 2 Ib.; honey, 2-3 tablespoon- 
uls; flour, 2 tablespoonfuls; chicken 
fat or margarine, 2 tablespoonfuls; | 
onion ; 2 sticks of celery; sak and pepper. 


Put the meat, onion, and celery in a 
saucepan, add sufficient water to cover, 
season with salt and pepper, bring to the 
boil and simmer very gently for 2 hours. 
Then remove celery and onion, add the 
carrots cut into thick shices, and the 
potatoes cut in halves, and continue 
cooking slowly until the vegetables are 
tender. Place the meat, carrois, and 

atoes in a large casserole, Melt the 
fat, stir in the flour smoothly and 
gradually add | pt of liquor from the 
meat, stir till boiling, simmer for a few 
minutes, add the honey, and pour over 
the meat and vegetables. Bake uncovered 
in a moderate oven for 30-40 minutes. 


Note. Brown sugar can replace the 
honey, and if desired add 4 teaspoonful 
of citric acid to the thickened gravy 
before pouring over the meat. 


Honey Cake (Lekach) 


Honey, 4 lb.; selfraising flour, 12 oz. ; 
castor sugar, 4 oz.; warm water, { pt.: 
ground: ginger, 4+ teaspoonful ; ground 
cinnamon, + teaspoonful; mixed spice, 
¢easpoonful ; cooking oil, 3 tablespoon- 
fuls: bicarbonate of soda, 4 teaspoontul ; 
2 eggs; shredded almonds. 


Sreve the flour, spices, and bicarbonate 
of soda. Warm the honey. Beat the 
eggs and sugar till light and frothy, add 
the oil and warmed honey, then the dry 
ingredients alternately with the waiter. 
Mix to a smooth batter, then turn into 
a shallow greased tin about 9 inches 
across, sprinkle wih shredded almonds, 


and bake in a moderate oven for | to 14 


‘hours. (375°—-Regulo No. 4.) 


Note, Warm black coffee can replace 
the warm water; and a hittle chopped 
pee! and raisins can be added to the batter. 


Honey Cake (2) 

Flour, 8 0z.; margarine, 2 oz.; honey, 
4 Ib.; milk, 4 teacupful; ground ginger, 
| level teaspoonful; bicarbonate of soda, 
| level teaspoonful; mixed spice, i. tea- 
spoonful; 1 egg; shredded almonds. 

Sieve flour, ginger, and spice together, 
Put honey and margarine in mixing bow! 
and stand over hot water until the mar- 
garine has dissolved; add the beaten egg. 
then stir in sieved flour, and lastly the 
bicarbonate of soda dissolved in the milk. 
which should be slightly warm. Mix 
thoroughly, turn into a shallow greased 
tin. about ins. across, sprinkle with 
shredded almonds, and bake in a slow 
oven about 14 hours. (350°--Regulo 
No. 3.)

HAT is the value of prayer’

i. It has been said that 
prayer Is one of God's most hee er 
gifts to man, at all times a : 
messenger Of our aspirations and fee : 
The true nature of prayer was 


pipressed by Jeremiah: “Let us lift 
up our heart with our hands, unto 
God in the heavens. (Lam, wl, 
41.) | 

There have been peoples who 
prayed mechanically by turning 


their prayer-wheels or allowing wheels 
to be turned by the wind or by water 


mills. But. Jewish prayer requires 
thought: The word for prayer is 


symm which is derived from. the 
verb think.” 


Our place of worship should be a. 


divine refuge, where we meet our 
fellow Jews. One of the most impor- 
tant duties we learn there 1s to “love 
thy neighbour as thyself. . 

A very charming legend is told 


about the site on which King 
Solomon’s Temple was eventually 
built. 


It is related that. the site of the 
Temple was once a ploughed ' fieid 
owned by two brothers. One brother 
was. married and had several children 
and the other was a bachelor, They 
lived together in perfect peace, tilling 
the ground. that they had jointly’ 
inherited. The Feast of Ingathering 
drew near and the brothers bound 
their sheaves together and arranged 
them in two equal portions which 
they left in the field. During the night 
the single farmer said to. himself, 
“My brother has a wife and children 
to maintain ; Js it just and right that 
I:should have an equal portion with 
him? And, forthwith, he arose and 
took several sheaves of corn from his 
share of the harvest and added them 
to his brother's portion, 


Later the same night, the elder 


married brother said to himself. “ My 
brother lives alone. he js | 
to the delights of home-life. Is jt not 
fair that I should give him compensa- 
tion for his joyless lot?” And straight- 
way he carried a number of his sheaves 
to his brother's heap. 

Next morning, the two brothers rose 
and were greatly puzzled on disco 
ing that their stores were of equal size. 
The store of one brother had not 
increased neither had the store of the 
other diminished. This was repeated 
for several nights. At length they 
determined to discover the cause of 
this seeming marvel: and thev met 
each other in the darkness each bear- 
ing the sheaves which he intended for

his brother. They. embraced and 
offered up thanks to God for the 
blessings of a loving heart.. And a 


voice was heard from heaven Saying, 
“ How good and how pleasant it is for 
brethren to dwell together in unity, 
This is My rest for ever: here will ] 
dwell for I have desired it.’ And so 
the Temple, the place of prayer, was 
built on the brothers’ field. 


Moses and Hezekiah 


The rabbis tell us: to be careful: in 
our prayers and not presume to claim 
anything because of our merits. They 
remind us that Moses in his anxiety 
to avert the destruction of his beloved 
flock, prayed to the Lord, “ Remember 
Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, Thy ser- 
vants (Exodus xxxil, 13), 

Hezekiah, on. the other hand. 
prayed to God on his own account. 
“ Remember now, O Lord. | beseech 
Thee, how I have walked before Thee 
in truth and with a whole heart, and 
have done that which is good in Thy 
sight” (Isaiah xxxvii, Hezekiah 
lacked the meekness of Moses, and 
when he prayed to be saved from 
Ashur, God answered him, “1 will 
defend this city to save it,.for Mine 
own sake and. for My servant's 
David's sake” (Il —Kings.. xix,. 34). 
implying that jt was not in answer to 
Hezekiah’s praver. | 

Another rabbi exhorted the people 
to “ open your prayers with words by 
which you take upon you the King- 
dom of Heaven; proceed with those 
prayers which allude to the Command- 
ments and fhen ask for your own 
wants.” 

Pach rabbi concluded prayers 


cause the love of peace and brotherly 
unity to dwell in our midst.” Rabbi 
Zira ended his devotions with: “O 
Lord may we not sin any*more, nor 
be ashamed nor confounded before 
Thee.” 

Rav used to wind up his prayers 
in this way: “Grant us, O Lord, a 
life of peace and blessings, a life 
marked by fear of heaven and dread 
of sin, free from shame and reproach.” 
But | like best Rabbi Safra’s conclud- 
ing words: “Grant. peace to -the 
authorities, peace among us and 
among our disciples.”

FAMILY LIFE 


Marriage and Society. By E. 0. 
JAMES. Hutchinson's University 
Library. 18s.

This book will appeal to the intelli- 
gent reader and to all those who 
regard marriage as something higher 
than a mere civil or legal contract. It 
is a history of marriage in its social, 
ethical, and religious implications. 

The author holds firmly to the belief 
that the stability and well-being of 
society is based upon the unity and 
strength of the family. He upholds 
the ideal of permanent, monogamous 
marriage, and he deplores the various 
factors—social, economic, and politi- 
cal—that threaten the sanctity of 
family life and weaken the ties of 
family loyalties. Such arguments will 
appeal greatly to those of us who 
cherish the Jewish ideals of family 
cohesion. There are many of us who 
feel, regretfully, that to-day this is 
being undermined by the declining 
value placed on those formal, family 
ceremonies that, in former days, 
played so large a part in welding 
Jewish families more firmly together, 

In dealing with the status of women 


the author traces the growth of the. 


idea of feminine equality—attributing 
this to the concept of monogamous 
marriage and to the realisation of the 
vital importance of the home and of 
family life. This, in the non-Jewish 
sphere of marriage, is a fairly recent 
development. Yet we know that, in 
the Jewish marriage, though techni- 
cally the husband may have been the 
master, in: fact the wife has always 
been regarded as a true and equal 
partner. The author deals fairly but 
with divorce—for which, ‘as 
might be expected, he shows bit little 


enthusiasm, 


CONTEMPORARIES 


Great Jews | Have Known. By Max 
Raisin. New York: Philosophical 
Library. $3.25.

This is a gallery of pen portraits of 
well-known Jews whom an American 
rabbi has had the good fortune to 
meet personally... Most of them are 
writers or politicians who have been 
connected with the rise of the State of 
Israel or with the revival. of the 
Hebrew language. 

They include Ahad Ha’am, Bialik, 


Tchernichovski, and: Elisheva; the 
Zionist.. leaders, Nordau, Sokolow, 


Shmaryahu Levin. and Jabotinsky ; 
and, as a contrast, the Reform rabbis, 
Isaac Mayer Wise, Gotthard Deutsch, 
and Stephen Wise. The author selects 
the most. striking personal charac- 
teristics of each of his subjects. and 
demonstrates how they declared them- 
selves. during the hours when he 
engaged them in conversation. Thus 
we are shown the broad humanity as 
well as the sound business acumen of 
Bialik; the intense shyness of 
Elisheva: the precision and austerity 
of Ahad Ha’am: and the fire and 
energy of Stephen Wise. 

No attempt is made to show. how 


these various. personalities influenced 


modern Jewish life and thought sn 
many parts of the world, and the 


general treatment is more in keeping 


with newspaper articles than deserving 
the permanence of book form. It 1s 
interesting to note the keen interest 
taken by the author in all that apper- 
tains to the Jewish renaissance. He 
went out of his way to meet the blind 
Jewish scholar, Simon Bernfeld the 
Maecenas of modern Hebrew litera- 
ture, A. J. Stybel; and the pioneer of 
the Hadassah medical services. Hen- 


rietta Szold. One can only conclude 


that the relationship of Reform

KFAR HANASI 
Products Shown in New York 
By a Jewitsu CHRONICLE Reporter 
Castings and machine parts from 
non-ferrous metal foundry. at 
the Kfar Hanasi,. the first kibbutz 
of British Habonim in Israel, are on 
display at the exhibitions of Israeii 
products ‘in New York Los 
Angeles, and photographs of them are 
being shown af the international trade 

fair at Bari, Italy. 

Mr. Jack Freedman, a Manchester-born 
member of the kibbutz who is at present 
in this country on a mission. In. connec- 
tion with the foundry, told: me this week 
that the foundry. supphes mostly the 
Jewish Agency, the Palestine Electric 
Corporation, and Hamashbir, the large 
purchasing co-operative. The foundry. 1s 
producing. one kind of coupling. for 
irrigation’ pipes at three-eighths of the 
cost of the couplings previously imported 
from America. 


The foundry was started because the - 


first settlers. at Kfar Hanasi, from years 
ago, discovered that there were among 
them several people experienced in such 
work, including Mr. Singer, who 
came from a family of sheet-metal 
workers. _He is now manager of 
the workshop, A South African, Mr, 
Lifschitz, is manager of the foundry, 
which employs 17 people.

task is to. find export markets for 
Habonim products, 

A new development at Kfar Hanasi, 
Mr. Freedman told me, is an irrigation 
pipe supplying water from 40 miles away.

The: emissaries who have. come 
to French Morocco from Israel knew 
this and promised that on their arrival 
in Israel the children would be placed in 


strictly Orthodox homes. These promises 


have not been kept. ie 

| was. told that if the present. position 
was not remedied and these children were 
not absorbed in true Torah surroundings, 
the representatives of the French Moroc- 
can community would stop them from 
going to Israel. - 

Rabbi Toledano and Mr. Elmalch also 
spoke of the dire poverty of the Jewish 
community and of the hardships which 
the children were suffering. 

Before coming here Rabbi Toledano 
and Mr. Elmaleh visited France-—for the 
same object. They intend to leave for 
Israel after their stay here.

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U.S.A. JEWS SPLIT OVER MACIVER REPORT 
Two Groups Leave National Advisory Council. 


From our Own Correspondent 


ATLANTIC CITY 

The American Jewish Committee 
and the B'nai Brrith’s Anti-Defama- 
tion League this week seceded from 
the National Community Relations 
Advisory Council, which co-ordinates 
the work of the leading American 
Jewish organisations engaged in com- 
munal relations activities. 

This decision was taken on Mon- 
day, when the Council, after a 17-hour 
debate here, decided by 54 votes to 17, 
with six abstentions, to accept a com- 
promise resolution approving a modi- 
fied version of the Maclver Report, 
the controversial document which con- 
tains recommendations for co-ordinat- 
ing the work of Jewish groups com- 
bating antisemitism and apportioning 
the division of activity among the 
agencies engaged in communal rela- 
tions work, 


Compromise Proposed 


The compromise resolution, submitted 
by the Jewish Labour Committee and the 
War Veterans’ Association, provides for 
the establishment of specific areas of 
operations, as requested by the two 
seceding groups, bul gives ultimate con- 
trol to the Council. 

Mr. Jacob Blaustein, the. President of 
the American Jewish Committee, who 
issued a warning that the adoption of the 
motion would make a. walk-out by his 
organisation inevitable, argued that the 
resolution. would transform the Council 
from an advisory into a controlling body. 

He said the conference was the most 
decisive meeting of the American Jewish 
community for many years. They stood 
at the crossroads; one of these roads 
would lead his organisation out of the 
Council. though they did not want to 
take that step. 

Mr. Frank Goldman, the President. of 
the B'nai B'rith, said the compromise pro- 
posals submitted earlier by the Ant- 
Defamation League and the American 
Jewish Committee were the maximum to 
which they could go if they were to retain 
their membership in the Council. They 
suggested the establishment of joint 
operating committees in cach ficld of 
activity, All agencies having a record of 


‘only the 


activity in the various fields would be 
represented on the committees. 

The representative of the American 
Jewish Congress criticised this proposal, 
saying they would give the American 
Jewish Committee and the Anti-Defama- 
tion League representatives in every field 
of activity. 

Mr. Irving Kane, who was re-elected 
Chairnian of the Council, urged delegates 
to remember that they represented not 
interests of the constituent 
organisations, but also the whole of 
American Jewry. Before the conference 
ended, he made a last appeal to the 
American Jewish Committee and to the 
Anti-Defamation League not to leave 
the Council. 

While the walk-out by the two groups 
means that there is now a wide split 
in the American Jewish community, it 
will not halt the activities of the Council. 
The majority of delegates were angry at 
what they termed the stubborn attitude 
of the two: seceding agencies and were 
determined to continue their work with- 
out them and to exert financial pressure 
on the dissident bodies through the wel- 
fare funds. 


* Tragic Mistake ” 


Mr. Adolph Held, the Chairman of the 
Jewish Labour Committee, who worked 
persistently throughout the conference to 
secure a compromise, later issued a state- 
ment saying the decision of the two 
groups fo leave. the Council. was a ** tragic 
mistake " which he hoped they would 
rectify. It was against the best interests 
of the community when any organisation 
placed its own internal interests above 
those of millions of American Jews repre- 
sented by the Council, he said. 

The Maclver Report provides for a 
division of responsibilities among 
national -constituent groups, so that they 
have a distinct set of functions. Thus, 
the American Jewish Committée and the 
Anti-Defamation League, which have 
conducted defence work for the past 40 
years, would hand over some of its duties 
in combating antisemitism to the Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress. 

Work among American labour would 
be turned over to the Jewish Labour 
Committee. The American Jewish Com- 
mittee and the Anti-Defamation Leaguc 
would. for the time being, continue ‘o 
be responsible for inter-group activities.

JERUSALEM 

The traffic regulations introduced 
three ‘months ago by the late Minister 
of Communications, Mr. David 
Pinkas. immobilising all private cars 
and taxis for two days weekly, came 
to an end this week. 

The Government, in a statement, said 
that the emergency regulations under 
which these restrictions were imposed 
could not be prolonged without the 
approval of the Knesset. After the 
recess new proposals will be submitted. 

The restrictions on traffic, which were 
imposed in order to save fuel, aroused 
widespread criticism. As it was made 
compulsory for private caf owners [0 
choose Shabbat as one of the two days 
on which they could not use _ their 
vehicles, the Minister of Communications 
was accused of using the economic situa- 
tion as a cover for imposing Shabbat 
observance on an unwilling population.

The need for adopting a new policy to 
attract immigrants from Western Europe 
and the English-speaking countries was

the German political scene. His place 
in German history its assured and it would 
be difficult for any future German 
Government, whatever its political views, 
to repudiate an agreement signed by Dr. 
Adenauer. |
